The people of Alberta have 
been systematically, bled. in the 
matter of exorbitant. lumber 
prices during the past few years 
and it is time that some one took 
the initiativé to bring about a 
remedy for the ‘existing state of 
aifairs. 

I have waited patiently for 

ome time to see if the govern-|: 
ment would take action or that 
you would. reduce the price of 
lumber, but the former:appear to 
treat the matter with indifference 
and you appear to be taking 
advantage of this indifference, of 
the government by repeatedly 
increasing the price of lumber,so 
finally 1 have decided to set the 
machinery of the law in motion 
and bring about a change. 

Iam not doing this from any 
personal or selfish motives, ‘but 
simply in the interests of the 
general public, and.when I,have 
accomplished this I shall -: feel 
that I have done only what I 
considered: my ‘duty.

DAIRY BUSINESS A SUCCESS. - 

Mr. Stevens stated the dairy 
business was being carried on 
successfully by the government 
and that in his opinion the 
packing plants could be handled 
ina like manner. The govern- 
ment could build and equip a 
plant and place it in charge of a 
competent person and even 
though the corporations did run 
up the price, the government 
would be in a position to compete 
as long if not longer, than a 
private corporation. 

He showed by his own figures 
which he had carefully compiled 
for the occasion, that the packers 
are in many instances making 
over 100 per cent and thought 
that there surely was some 
method by which this amount 
could be cutdown. He had cut 
up. a 245 pound hog in the same 
manner that a butcher would 
and by selling it at from two to 
three cents below market price 
he had cleared $6.41 above what 
he would have received from P. 
Burna & Co. The same hog if it 
had been driven to market and

to tell the kind of skin from which: it 
is made. The pores have a familiar 
Jook, but the skin itself is of an as- 
tonishing thickness. This saddle was 
made from the skin of one man, A 
Wwoman’s skin, generally speaking, 
would. be too delicate. Human skin: 
leather is a very rare article, and-thero 
is no general trade in it. Sometimes a 
nbysician. will have a piece made into 
a.gover for. an instrument case, and 
occasionally medical students get 
enough to be made into a purse or & 
pair.of slippers. Patients sometimes 
Have a: belt or-a book cover or some 
such article made from a limb which 
has been amputated. 

The work of tanning human skin {fs 
pretty much the same as‘that of cur- 
ing any other skin. Curlously cnough, 
tattooing goes through the epidermis 
to the underskin, aud not a little of 
the tanning of human skin is done for 
the purpose of preserving the designs 
tnttooed upon it. Scalps with the hair 
on them so tanned are said to make 


the best wigs known, and because the, 


‘tanning is done with alum instead of 
with oils, as is the case with furs and 
‘most of the hair covered skins of com- 
merce, the resulting leather is much 
more durable. 

It is very hard to gtt workmen to 
Handle the leather. Mr. Hansell, own- 
er of the saddle spoken of above, gave 
liis piece of skin -after it had been 
tanned to an old workman who had al- 
ways made up all his leather goods and 
told him to make it Into a’ saddle. 
Three .weeks, the workman kept the 
skin, and one day he brought the partly 
‘fini saddle to Mr. Hansell witb 
some question about finishing. “By the 
way, Hansell,” he remarked, “I wish 
you would tell me what this skin is. It 
is the most contrary stuff I,ever work- 
ed with.” ‘ / 

“Very injudiciously Hansell informed 
him that it was human leather. At that 
the workman droppea the half finished 
saddle and left without a word. He 
never returned, and nothing would in- 
duce him te finish the job, Mr. Hansell 
turned’ the unfinished saddle over to: 
snother workman, but he took good 
care not to tell him what kind of Icath- 
er the “contrary stuff” was.—Chicago. 
News. 


F Flags Are Not Toys. . 

The board of United States. general 
appraisers has many curlous'and inter- 
esting questions to decide in fegard to: 
the classification of imported articles 
and the rite of duty which they must 
pay. One of the latest decisions is that 
the flag of the United States {is not a 
toy. A Japanese -firm-of importers in 
Chicago bad brought ina consignment 
of silk flags, each an inch and-a‘half 
long, and asked that they be admitted 
at 35 per. cent. ad valorem: The ap- 
praisers, however, decided that the 
flags must pny a duty of 50 per.cent as 
manufactures of silk. ‘We’ do not 
think,” they said, “that the American 
flag, however diminutive, Is commer- 
clally, commonly or nationaHy regard- 
ed as a plaything for children, dnd we 
find that the flags in dispute are not 
toys.”"—Youth’s Companion.
